In Baltimore 


BALTIMORE, Oct. 1—#)— 
Wage negotiations between Local 
12, International Typographical 
Union, and a group of Baltimore 
print shops broke down Tuesday 
night, and union men were told 
by their officers to report to work 
Wednesday without a contract, 

The old contract between the 
Local and the print shop group— 
organized as the Graphic Arts 
League—expired Tuesday mid- 
niet. 

The Local, which was charged 
several. weeks ago in a League 
complaint to the National Labor 
Relations Board with violating the 
Taft-Hartley Act by failing to bar- 
gain collectively, offered last week 
to sign a contract. 

The Local said its offer was 
made with the approval of the In- 
ternational’s Executive Board. 

Negotiators met two days ago 
n “working condition” clauses of 

e union proposal, but issued no 

rmal statements afterwards. 

said they would be “‘on call” 

r future sessions. 

Tuesday, the Local’s officers 
and Scale Committee met with 
League officials to discuss wage 
proposals. 

Early Wednesday, Charles V. 
BRrannock, Local 12 President, and 
F. E. Street, Executive Secretary 
of the Graphic Arts League, an- 
nounced the wage talks had failed. 

Brannock said the print shops 
wanted the Local to sign a “par- 
tial contract” on “economic as- 
pects alone.” 

“If we cannot sign a full con- 
tract, we cannot sign a partial 
one.” he said. “The Local Union, 
with the approval of the ITU, 
stands ready at any time to sign 
a completed document.” 

Brannock said he could not tell 
whether union members would 
work in League print shops after 
Wednesday. 

Street said - a statement that 
n>zotiations ‘ere “completely 
s'ymied” Phd the “union per- 
sisted in its refusal to agree ver- 
belly or in writing to a definite 
ner od of time during which any | 
newly negotiated wage rates 
would remain in effect.” 

He stated the League had of- 
fered “substantial wage increases,” 
in the hope of an agreement on 
that aspect of the case “until the 
legal issues raised by the recently 
adopted policies of the Interna- 
tional Typographical. Union could 
be settled under the machinery 
provided by the Taft-Hartley 
Act.” 

Street’s statement said “League 
members. as well as their em- 
ployees are faced with a dilemma 
not of their own making but 
caused by the ‘no-contract’ policy 
of the ITU under the leadership 
of its (International) President, 
Woodruff Randolph.” 

The International, at its recent 
convention, resolved to press for 

non-negotiated, posted “conditions| 
of employment.” The move was 
designed to get around closed shop 
provisions of the new labor law. 

Last Tuesday, in the first action 
of its kind under the Taft-Hartley 
Law, the genérak counsel’s office 
of the NLRB issued a complaint 
charging the Local and Interna- 
tional had engaged in unfair labor 
practices. 

A hearing on the complaint is 
scheduled to be held here Monday

WASHINGTON, Oct. 1—(P)— 
The United States re-established 
full-fledged diplomatic relations 
with Bulgaria Wednesday but 
made plain it dislikes the Com- 
mynist-dominated government. 

Acting Sec. of State Robert Lov- 
ett announced recognition of the 
wartime enemy even as United 
States representatives in New 
York were firmly opposing Bul- 
garian admission into the United 
Nations. 

Lovett told reporters the United 
States is sending a minister to 
Sofia after a six-year lapse, but 


only to keep an official observer 
on the scene who can watch out 
for American interests along with 
those of the Bulgarian people. 

He emphasized that this action 
should not be interpreted as re- 
flecting United States “approval 
or condonation” of the Bulgarian 
Government’s recent actions, be- 
cause American views of these 
“have been fully set forth.” 

Lovett had in mind Bulgaria’s 
execution nine days ago of oppo- 
sition leader Nikola Petkoyv de- 
spite a series of vehement pro- 
tests from both the United States 
and Britain. His conviction was 
denounced as a travesty on justice. 

In Sofia Wednesday, three 
American Congressmen laid a 
great wreath on Petkov’s unmark- 
ed grave in tribute to “one of the 
greatest democrats of all time.” 
The three, identified by a reliable 
inf@rmant as Sen. Hatch, Demo- 
crat, New Mexico; Rep, Lodge, Re- 
publican, Connecticut, and Rep. 
Judd, Republican, Minnesota, evi- 
dently acted without knowledge 
of the Bulgarian authorities. They 
left for Istanbul, Turkey, after the 
wreath-laying. 

In a neighboring Balkan coun- 
try, meanwhile, United States pol- 
icles were denounced by Marshal 
Tito, Yugoslavia’s Premier. He said 
the Truman Doctrine aims at cre- 
ating bases for “encirclement of 
the Soviet Union and other gen- 
erally democratic eastern states.” 
Americans and British are behind 
Greece’s troubles, he said in a 
speech to Yugoslav veterans. He 
told them to be “prepared at all 
times.” 

Lovett announced that President 
Truman has named Donald R. 
Heath, 53-year-old State Depart- 
ment career officer, ag Minister 
to Bulgaria. Heath is currently 
counselor to the American clerical 
representative in Berlin.

development were closeted in 
Hartsfield’s executive offices. 

The communicable disease 
structure was discussed, but inter- 
est centered. principally on anoth- 
er proposal—the construction of a 
proposed 750-bed skyscraper vet- 
erans’ hospital on a tract adjacent 
to Grady located just off Coca- 
Cola Place. It is expected that the 
veterans’ hospital would cost from 
$15,000,000 to $20,000,000. 

Hartsfield and others attending 
the conference declined to discuss 
developments, with Hartsfield as- 
serting he had been asked to treat 
the matter “confidentially,” and 
with other conferees saying Harts- 
field pledged them to secrecy. | 

In addition to Hartsfield, others

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There Is No School Book ‘Crisis’ 


As we suspected, the school book 
“crisis” which some publications, politi- 
cians and book salesmen were endeavoring 
to exploit has been proved almost entirely 
fictional. : 

A survey by The Constitution’s State 
> news service. in 20 representative rural 
counties, picked at random, turned up but 
one locality where the situation may be 
described as critical. Several admittedly 
were overdrawn in their accounts with the 
State, but this is not unusual, the Board 
of Education having authorized a policy 
of leniency to provide for hardship cases. 


Moreover, a number of the State’s lead- | 


ing newspapers, perturbed at an Associ- 
ated Press report indicating that the free 
school book system is on the verge of col- 
lapse, made their own local investigations. 
Almost without exception they found 
ample books on hand. 

“There is no immediate danger to the 
free school book system used in the Grif- 
fin public schools and in the Spalding 
County school system,” reported the Grif- 
fin News. 

“When questioned on the subject to- 
day, R. E. Hood, Superintendent of 
Schools, said the local system has an ample 
supply of all books needed in the public 
schools of the county,” declared the Bruns- 
wick News. 

“The children ‘of Americus and Sum- 
ter County face no shortage of school 
books this year, a check with City School 
Superintendent K. Li. Carpenter and Coun- 
ty School Superintendent E. L. Bridges re- 
vealed today,” said the Americus Times- 
Recorder. 

And so it went throughout the State. 

There are, of course, a few systems in 
which an unexpectedly large influx of new 
students has made for temporary short- 
ages. But the condition is by no means 
general. — 


One thing with which we were im- 
pressed in the stories denying the exist- 
ence of shortages was the number of sys- 
tems which attributed their adequacy of 
books to good management and a program 
of rehabilitation of texts. 

“The Valdosta system has one of the 
largest enrollments in history, but Prin- 
cipal Howard Bridges, of Valdosta High 
School, stated that the local system has 
done a lot of repairing to textbooks which 
enabled them to provide the added enroll- 
ment with books,” reported the Valdosta 
Times. 

“Foresight and planning nipped the 
book shortage in the bud,” Bibb County 
Superintendent Mark Smith told the Ma- 
con Telegraph, revealing that a large num- 
ber of old texts were salvaged and rebound 
during the Summer vacation. 

“Good management and mending of 
books to make them last as long as pos- 
sible are responsible for the excellent con- 
dition in which the Chatham County 
schools find themselves,” declares the Sa- 
vannah Evening Press. 

In this connection, it is significant that, 
in one of the counties reporting an acute 
shortage, the books are piled, during the 
Summer months, on the floor of the super- 
intendent’s office and even in the corridors 
outside. There they are subject not only 
to mold and rats and tobacco. juice, but 
also to being carried away by the hun- 
dreds of persons who frequent the Court- 
house. No wonder it has 4 shortage! 

The free school book program is sub- 
ject, like anything else, to mismanagement. 
But it occurs, nine times out of ten, on the 
local level. 

Let citizens of communities suffering

Discourage Speculation in Foodstuffs 


The Government is fearful that recent 
rises in the price of wheat and other grains 


may bring on excessive speculation which, 


in turn, would tend further to swell prices 

and perhaps. result in “boom and bust.” 
Several days ago the Agriculture -De- 

partment asked the commodity exchanges

As a consequence, a trader in wheat 
now may buy futures with a. cash down 
payment of approximately 45 cents a 
bushel, whereas if the Government sug- 
gestion had been followed a down payment 
of about 99 cents a bushel would be 
needed. 

While no regulations imposed on trad- 
ing can obviate the fact that there will be 
an acute shortage of grain in the coming 
months and the inevitable result that 
prices likely will tend to increase, it 
seems to us that greater margin require- 
ments would offer a steadying influence 


~ sibility of even further soaring prices may 


influence thousands, perhaps millions, of 
small speculators to risk their all on the 
market. 

It was, if you will remember, the small 


_ trader—the man-in-the-street who had 


risked a few hundred dollars—that was 
first to be wiped out when -the stock mar- 
ket crashed in 1929. And if speculation in 
grains by the general public is encouraged, 
as it is by present low margin require- 
ments and the great activity of the mar- 
ket, the same condition on a smaller scale 
conceivably could result. 

In addition to lending stability to the 
market at this crucial time, an increase 
in margin requirements would eliminate 
automatically a large proportion of those 
who can ill-afford to speculate. But in 
the long run it would be doing them a 
great sefvice. 7

It Depends 
On Who's Paid 


Mr. James P. Davis has been 


appointed Director of the Division oe Big 


of Territories and Island Posses- 
sions in the Dept. of the Interior. 
He succeeded Mr. Edwin G, Ar- 
nold who, simultaneously, was ap- 
pointed “special assistant to Secre- 
tary Krug on international aspects 
of the work of the Department”— 
Secretary of State to the Secre- 
tary of the Interior, as it were. 
This kicking upstairs of Mr. Ar- 
nold will find him in a conspicu- 
ous position when the cheese- 
paring Mr. Taber casts his baleful 
eye over the next budget request 
of the Department. 

The news about Mr. Davis is 
not nearly so interesting as 
what was not said about his 
appointment. Did the Secretary 
find Mr. Davis ripening on a 
limb, ready to be plucked, or 
was he suggested for the job 
and, if so, by whom and why? 
The fact is that Mr. Davis was 
chosen by Mr. Abe Fortas, for- 
mer Undersecretary of the In- 
terior, and Mr. Paul Porter, 
former Administrator of OPA. 
Mr. Krug merely signed on the 
dotted line. 

Mr. Fortas and Mr. Porter are 
partners in the law firm of Ar- 
nold, Fortas and Porter. By a 
happy coincidence, this law firm 
is under a retainer of $12,500 a 
year to represent Puerto Rico be 
fore the Department of the Inte- 
rior and as counsel in any litiga- 
tion on the mainland. This con- 
tract with Puerto Rico was made 
by Mr. Fortas shortly after his 
resignation as Undersecretary. So, 
naturally, he has an interest in 
the: personality of the director of 
this particular bureau which is in 
direct charge of Puerto Rican af- 
fairs. Incidentally, it was also Mr. 
Fortas who was influential in the 
appointment of Mr. Arnold, the 
predecessor of Mr. Davis but, at 
that time, he was Undersecretary 
of Interior so that no one could 
question the legitimacy of his in- 
terest. 


WHEN Mr. Fortas was Under- 
secretary of the Interior, Puerto 
Rico wanted to employ its own 
counsel in Washington. But Mr. 
Fortas protested. Under date of 
March 13, 1945, as Undersecretary 
of Interior, he wrote to the then 
Governor, Rexford G. Tugwell, of 
rte oy Rico, to the following ef- 
éct: 

“T believe that continuing rep- 
resentation of a Government or 
a governmental agency by pri- 
vate attorneys is unsound and 
unwise ... In my opinion, it 
is neither seemly nor appropri- 
ate for governmental agencies 
to be represented by counsel 
who are not regularly consti- 
tuted public officials, ... The 
United States Government can- 
not be in the position of assist- 
ing private attorneys in litiga- 
tion, regardless of the identity 
of interest that might exist in 
a particular matter; nor can the 
United States Government make 
an arrangement directly or in- 
directly with private attorneys 
which as a practical matter 
would be construed as, and: 
would have the effect of, ex- 
cluding other private attorneys 
from participation in the law 
business which is being farmed 
out to private counsel...” 

Thus did Undersecretary For- 
tas write in a precise and moni- 
torial manner to the Governor of 
Puerto Rico. But when he en- 
gaged in the private practice of 
law, his view changed drastically. 
He lost. no time in making a re- 
munerative contract for his firm 
to attend to the legal affairs of 
Puerto Rico although, only a short 
time previously, he had insisted 
that it would be both “unsound 
and unwise” .to entrust public 
business to a private practitioner. 
Doubtless Mr. Fortas will recall 
that Mr. Warner Gardner, the 
then Solicitor of the Department 
of the Interior, agreeing with the 
sound position that Mr. Fortas 
himself had taken, wrote to Gov. 
Tugwell a letter to this ef- 
fect, a copy of which he sent to 
Mr. Fortas. Mr. Gardner quoted, 
with approval, from Undersecre- 
tary Fortas’ prior letter to Gov. 
Tugwell, in which the former 
questioned so convincingly the 
propriety of Puerto Rico engaging 
private counsel. Whether Mr. 
Fortas ever replied to this letter 
of Mr. Gardner's in an effort to 
justify a course of action that he 
had so severely condemned a lit- 
tle less than a year previously, I 
am not advised. 


OF FURTHER interest in this 
revealing situation is the fact that, 
whereas needy Puerto Rico under- 
took to pay $12,500 a year to the 
Fortas firm, legal services would 
have cost nothing if performed by 
the Department of the Interior. 
Moreover, I am prepared to say 
that Interior could have rendered 
services that would have beery at 
least as good as Puerto Rico could 
hope to get elsewhere. 

Subseqyent to the making of 
the Puerto Rico-Fortas contract, 
Mr. Fortas became a member of 
the firm of Arnold, Fortas and 
Porter. Mr. Davis had served 
as Regional Administrator in the 
Office of Price Administration 
under Mr. Porter and doubtless 
Mr. Fortas was willing to join 
in the recommendation of a 
man for whom his law partner 
was able to vouch enthusiasti- 
cally. 

The predecessor of Secretary 
Krug, shortly after taking office, 


signed an Executive Order forbid-|' 


ding any official retiring from the 
Department to practice law before 
it for a period of two years. As 
I write this, that order is still in 
effect.

MANILA TO BALIKPAPAN—And now comes

Cheek-Turning Hastening War? 


NEW YORK—I’ve been wondering lately what would happen to 
the American general or colonel who, stationed near the Yugoslav 
border, got angry enough at the depredations of Tito’s men to order 


a counterattack—on his own. 

For instance, we had a crack 
fighter-plane squadron based with- 
in easy range of the airfield from 
which Tito’s planes took off last 
year to shoot down a couple of 
American C-47’s. 

Suppose the CO at our field 
there took it upon himself to de- 
cide that this was an act of war 
and ordered our P-51’s and P-80’s 
to zip over to the offending field 
and chew up the offending planes 
and installations? 

Or, suppose the Commanding 
Officer of Lt. William Van Atten, 
Jr., and Van Atten's two compan- 


‘ions, got sore enough at the way 


the Yugos snatched those Ameri- 
can men last week—and called out 
the tanks, 

Suppose he did this without 
first clearing it through the great 
layers of military echelons which 
reach from his command to the 
Pentagon Building and the White 
House? 


PROBABLY the American offi- 
cer who took it upon himself to 
retaliate—though the act might be 
as instinctive as swinging back at 
some bum who takes a sneak 
punch at you—would be forthwith 
removed for conduct unbecoming 
an officer. 

Perhaps we would even apolo- 
gize. I don’t know, for we've 
never been in quite that spot. 

But one thing is certain: The 
American public would make a 
tremendous national hero out of 
that officer. 

He might have his buttons 
stripped off by the top brass of 
the American Occupation Forces 
in Europe, or by the supreme 
brass in Washington. But that 
would make him only that much 
areater in the eyes of the aver- 
age American.

much caution would be knocked 
into the cocky Tito if one of our 
fellows — on his own — hit him 
with a retaliating haymaker. 

Tito apparently has been told by 
his own bosses in Moscow that he 
will get all the backing he needs, 
if he wants to continue his rough- 
house tactics.

A ‘Facet’ Girdle 
For Your Diamond 


By DORIS LOCKERMAN, 
Woman’s News Editor 


You probably ‘would never suspect it, 

but your diamond wears a girdle. It’s that 

“8 clearly defined line that encircles your 

solitaire between the upper and lower facets. And it has 

been with your sparkle. since the day it began to develop 
from a piece of shineless carbon. 


In perhaps the first exhibit of diamond-cutting ever 
seen in Georgia, Paul Van Eckhoven, a pure Flemish sec- 
ond-generation diamond man, is displaying his art at the 
Southeastern World’s Fair. The display is sponsored by 
Walter R. Thomas Jewelers, and will tour Thomas jewelry 
stores throughout the State when the fair is over. 


Working with intricate implements that have remained 
unchanged for generations, Eckhoven begins with a rough 


stone which appears as worthless as a hunk of broken. 


glass. 


He determines the grain. Then, with the stone marked 
with black ink and a fine steel pen, he saws at it with a 
thin bronze blade impregnated with diamond rust. He was 
hard at work on this operation when we saw him at the 
fair. It was bound to take several days. 


“The idea,” he said, “is to round off the corners, and 
shape the stone by bruting one gem against tle other. One 
stone is at the end of the revolving shaft, the other in a 
dop (holder) at the end of the stick. I must guide the work 
by the angle of the stick.” 


The piece of rock looked stoicly unmoved. 


“After the stone has been rounded,” he said, “58 facets 
or planes must be cut on its surface. We used another type 
of dop for this, grinding the diamond against a flat iron disk 
covered with a mixture of oil and diamond rust.” 


And that isn’t all. The stone is then set at a new angle 
in the dop for each of those 59 facets and examined through 
a magnifying glass hundreds of times to make sure that 
enough ,.. but not too much... is polished away. 


When it is completed, almost half the original weight 
of the diamond has been ground away, but it is ready to 
fulfill its destiny as a symbol and an ornament.

Tax Take Up 2 Million 
In State Income Drive

A crackdown on State income tax eyaders is bringing 
hundreds of thousands of dollars into the State Treasury, 
State Revenue Commissione r Glenn Phillips disclosed 
Wednesday. 

Income tax collections for the 
first three months of the new 
fiscal year are running approxi- 
mately $2,000,000 higher than they 
were for the same period last year, 
as the State reaches thousands of 
individuals and many corporations 
not heretofore on the tax list.
